ORDINANCE 
to make certain apeciti provisions for the institution of suite by displaced porrono. 


W ARAS an ima rgency has arisen which renders it necossary to make 
certain special provisions for the institution of suits by displaced persons ; 

Now , THDKELUAN , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Government of India Act , 1936 ( 26 Geo . 5 , c. 2 ), the Governor General it 
pleased to muke and promulgate the following Ordinancei . 


1 . Short title , extent and commencement. ( 1) This Ordinance NIQy bo 
called the Displaced Persons (Institution of Suids ) Ordinanca , 1948 . 

(% ) It extends to all the Provinces of India . 
(3 ) It shall come into force at once . 


2 . Definition . In this Ordinance, " displaced person moans any person 
who, on account of the setting up of the Dominions of India and Pakistan , or 
on avopuut of civil disturbances or fear of such disturbances in any orda ZOW 
fonping part of Pakistan , has been displaced from or bas løft his place of 
residence in such area after the 1st day of March , 1947, and who has sube 
quoutly been residing in India . 

8 . Institution of suits by displaced persons . - Notwithstanding anything 
contained in section 20 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 ( V of 1908 ), or 
any other law lelut .ng to the local limits of the juriydiction of Courts , & dig 
placed person may institute a suit in & Court within whose jurisdiction he 
aotually and voluntarily resides , or carries on business , or personally works 
for gain , if 

(i) none of the defendunts is , or if there is only one , that defendant 
is not, a displaced person ; 

(ii) the su t is of such a nature that had it been instituted before the 
15th day of August, 1947, it could huvo been instituted in a Court Low 
situate within the territories of Pakistan ; 
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(with the Court in which the suit instituted under the visions of 
this Ordinance is otherwise competont to try it , and 

(iv ) the suit dau s not relate to immovable property 
4 . Extension of period of limitation . - -Notwithstanding anything contained 
in section 3 of the Indian Limitation Act , 1908 ( IX of 1008 ) or any special or 
lccal law , any suit instituted in pursuance of section 8 of this Ordinance may 
bc adınitted aftor the period of limitation proscribed therefor when the plaintiff 
satisfies the Court that he wus unable to institute the suit within such period 
owing to causes connected with his being a displaced person ,
